Arms and Explosives says: “If the recent re- 
searches of Quinan, Walke, and some otbers who are 
investigating explosives prove anything at all, th 
certainly show that there is need for some radi 
change in the methods employed by artillerists in 
interpreting the results obtained in operating with 
cutter and crusher gauges. Up to the presentall the 
leading experts have been accustomed to consider 
the ‘compressions’ obtained with the crusher gauge 
equally with the ‘indentations’ produced by the cut- 
ter gauge as records of pressure exerted, or as indi- 
cating that a force has acted with a certain inten- 
sity; butif the results of Quinan be accepted, then 
we must r the compressions and indentations 
as records of work done. A force has acted in pro- 
y meme this work, and the final intensity of this 
force is represented by the artillerist’s pressure, or 
by what Quinan terms the r¢sistance of the material 
indented or compressed; and this depends upon 
whether the force acted slowly or quickly. In 
either case final intensity is the only intensity mea- 
sured, and this is equal to the final resistance of the 
material ea which the action of an explosive ig 
determined.’’

THE transfer of the headquarters of the Depart- 
ment o: Arizona from Los Angeles, Oal., to Denver, 
Colo. (the Department to be known as the Depart- 
ment of Colorado), is all rigbt in a military point of 
view, but our sympathies, nevertheless, are with 
those officers and employees to whom the change 
means a severe financial strain, and a severance of 
many sweet family and social ties.

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HOW THE VICTORIA WAS LOST, 

THE official reports of Rear Admiral Markhar 
Captain Bourke and other officers on the sad dis 
ter off Tripoli leave no doubt, it seems to us, th 
the primary cause of that calamity wes the attem 
of Vice Admiral Tryon to perform a manouvre {i 
which there was not sufficient distance between th 
eolumns. Admiral Markham’s despatch, after giviy 
the loss as twenty-two officers and three hund 
and thirty-six men, says that the squadron wasi 
columns of divisions, six cable lengths, or ab 
three thousand six hundred and fifty feet ap: 
when a signal came from the Victoria to the fin 
division to turn sixteen points to port and to th 
second division to turn sixteen points to starboari 
‘‘As the columns were ouly six cable lengths ap 
says Admiral Markham, ‘‘it was not, therefore, } 
my opinion, possible within the manoeuvring di 
tance to execute such an evolution.” 


I directed the flag lieutenant to keep the signal, which 
were repeating, at dip as an indicatinn that the signa! fro 
the Victoria was not understood. I then directed hia 
signal witn the semaphore: “D> 1 understand it is yo 
wish for the columns to turn as iadicated by the signal no 
flying?” Before my order could be carried out, the co 
mander-in-chief semaphored me to know what I was wii 
ing for. It then struck me that he wished me to turn & 
teen points, as indicated by the signal, and it was bis in 
tion te circle round the second division, leaving them on 
port hand. Having tbe fullest confideoce in the great at 
ity of the commander to manauvre the squadron withou 
even risk of collision, I ordered the signa! hoisted as an ind 
cation that I understood. 


The movement was then executed, and very s0 
it became evident that the two vessels would collid 
The engines on both were reversed, but before th 
speed could be materially checked, the Camperdow 
struck the Victoria on the starboard bow abc 
twenty feet before the turret and crushed into t 
ship almost to the centre line, the fore and aft lis 
ot the ships being then inelined toward each oth 
at an angle of about eighty degrees. The sea 
smooth, and there was only a light breeze. It 
quite two minutes before the Camperdown was al) 
although going full speed astern with both engine 
to get clear of the Victoria. The water tight doo 
of the Camperdown bad been closed before the ¢ 
lision, and boats were immediately prepared, i 
the Victoria signalled not to send boats. A ve 
few minutes later she keeled over to starboard ant 
turning bottom upward, disappeared. The tim 
between the collision and the disappearance may ha 
been thirteen minutes. The manosavring atten) 
ed consisted of the two lines turning in toward ead 
other, exactly reversing their course, in pa 
lines. Owing to lack of room, the figure that 
sulted was like an inverted letter W. 

Now, if we turn to the letter of Captain Bour 
of tne Victoria, we find it entirely confirming 
foregoing view. Captain Bourke says that 4 
miral Tryon explained to him and Staff Uomm 
der Hawkins Smith that he desired to form int 
divisions, six cable lengths apart, and then, wi 
near the anchoraze, invert lines, and bring # 


fleet in columns of divisions in line. 


The Staff Commandersigested that eight cables wi 
be a better distance to form up ia two divisions thao 
The Admiral suid: “ Yor, it snould be eight cables.” 
Staff Commander weat »a deck, aad about 2.15 o'clock 
signal was mace for the fleet to torm columas of di 
in line ahead, c>/umas dis 03821 abeam to port, coluasa 
cables apart. The Siaff Commander then seat to tue 
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Captain Bourke also gives an account of the: 
sulting collision, which shows that the Camper- 
down’s bow came into the Victoria as far as the 
chain lockers, and burst in the bulkhead between 


the fire mess deck and the stekers’ mess deck : 


When the collision was seen to be inevitable orders were 
given to close the watertight doors. This was done and 
Jam ay were made to use the collision mat, but noth- 

eould be done with the mat, asthe Victoria's bow bad 
gettied down steadily. At this poixt: I left tae aeck by the 
Commander's order to seeif all the loors were cl , aod 
up to what. bulkhead the sbip ha filled. 1 wentin the 
starboard flats and saw that the doors were closed and that 
the soutties had been shut. I called round and asked if 
everything was tight and was answered with “Yes,” but by 
whom I could not say. . 


Captain Bourke, with others, was picked up by 
one of the boats, as Admiral Markham had signal- 
ed for all boats when he saw the men jumping 
from the Victoria just asshe was going down. 
“The conduct and steadiness of all at their sta- 
tions,” he says, “‘was beyond all praise. There 
was no panic of any sort or description.” 

Finally, we have the despatch of Lord Guilford, 
flag lieutenant of the Victoria, who says that Ad- 
miral Tryon ordered him to signal that the columus 
should be six cablés apart. This was done, and 
‘while it was still flying the staff commander came 
aft to me and said that the Admiral intended that 
the columns should be eight cables apart. I there- 
upon went below and informed the admiral what 
the staff commander had said. The admiral replied 
that he wished the distance between columns left 
at six cables. I went on deck, hauled down the 
signal, as it was answered, and sent to inform the 
staff commander that the admiral wished the col- 
umns to remain six cables apart.” 

Here, then, we have the strongest possible testi- 
mony to the cause of the disaster. It may be sug- 
gested that Admiral Markham’s delay in executing 
the order might have caused the collision. But the 
movements were not begun until after all the signal 
ing was completed, aud there is no intimation of de- 
lay thereafter. I¢ is difficult to surmise what could 
have induced Admiral Tryon to take six cable 
lengths when he might as well have taken eight for 
his manoeuvres. He was regarded as one of the 
very ablest tacticlans in the British Navy, and we 
well remember noting the skill of his operations 
during the naval evolutions around the British 
Isles in 1888, and the celebrity he then acquired. 

It has been said that he had just recovered from 
illness, before the Victoria was lost, and may no¢ 
have been quite himself. An officer of our own 
Navy, who knew him well, has also suggested to us 
that Admirai Tryon was quite deaf, and, like many 
deaf persons, was in the habit of saying ‘‘ Yes” 
when he did not quite understand what was said to 
him. We might conceive that when Flag Lieuten- 
ant Guilford reported to him that Staff Commander 
Smith had said that he thought the admiral wanted 
the distance not six cables but eight, he may have 
caught only the word eight, and in saying that it 
should be left se, may have really referred to the 
eight. But all this is only surmise, and probably 
only the court-martial will bring out the full and 
final testimony. But as to the immediate cause of 
the disaster there is little more to learn. 











Tax gunboat Concord, having been reported by 
her commanding officer, Commander Goodrich, to 
be ready for her final sailing orders, they were 
promptly issued, and she started from Norfolk for 
the Asiatic station on Wednesday of this week. 
Her first stopping place will be Gibraltar. She 
will then proceed via the Suez Canal to Aden, Ara- 
bia, where she will find orders as to her future 
movements. This precaution has been taken on 
aceount of the condition of affairs between France 
and Siam. If the threatened war has not sub- 
sided before the Concord arrives at Aden, she 
will receive orders to proceed to Bangkok instead 
of going direct from Singapore to Hong Kong. She 
will be within the limits of the Asiatic station 
when she reaches Aden, but the commanding offi- 
cer will probably not exercise any control over her 
movements until her commanding officer reports to 
hm at Hong Kong or Yokohama, wherever the 
flagship may happen to be at that time. Save for 
those of the few American missionaries, there are 
hardly any American interests in Siam that 
would call for the presence of a gunboat in the 
tronblous times there. The presence of the Con- 
rd in Bangkok tu the event of war ts considered 
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desirable chiefly from the benefits in the way of 
observations that may accrue to her officers. We 
append a list of the officers who will make this in- 
teresting cruise on the Concord. They include:

Passed Assistant Engineer, H. P. Norton, and As- 
sistant Engineer, J. B. Patton. 








THe War Department has arranged to transfer 
the Department Headquarters now at Los Angeles, 
Oal., to Denver, Colo,, with the establishment of 
the Department of Colorado in lieu of the Depart- 
ment of Arizona, and the enlargement of the De- 
partment of California so as to include all of that 
State io the limits of General Ruger'’s command. 
We long ago spoke of the advantages of this trans- 
fer of the headquarters, and it would doubtless 
have taken place some time since but for the natural 
desire of the residents of Los Angeles to retain the 
headquarters. The commanding officer, when at 
Los Angeles, was at the extreme westward bound- 
ary of his Department, thereby causing a great deal 
of delay in communicating with officers of his com- 
mand, as well as with the authorities at Washing- 
ton. With headquarters at Denver, General Mc- 
Oook will be at the eastern part of his Department, 
closely in touch with Washington and directly en 
route with matters coming from the South and 
West. By the rearrangement, the Department of 
the Platte loses the State of Uolorado and Territory 
of Utah from its limits, while the new Department 
of Oolorado is made that much larger than the old 
Department of Arizona, with the exception of that 
portion of the State of Oalifornia south of Santa 
Barbara, which goes into the Department of Oali- 
fornia. Asthe chief military problem of the De- 
partment of California is now a question of coast 
defences, it is highly important that the whole 
State should be included in one Department. Uon- 
sideration of the subject of the establishment of 
military divisions has, we understand, been post- 
poned for the present. The projeet, however, has 
not been abandoned by General Schofield. He be- 
lieves that Generals Howard and Miles should each 
command a division and will endeavor to bring 
about tbat end during the coming autumn, 








ENGLAND this week has been able to turn its 
thoughts from the Tripoli disaster to the marriage, 
July 6, of the Duke of York, son of the Prince of 
Wales, and heir apparent to the throne, to the 
Princess May. 








A CORBESPONDENST asks us the somewhat simple 
question, if we think Generals Howard and Miles 
are anxious to become Division instead of Depart- 
ment Commanders? As a matter of opinion, we 
don’t suppose these distinguished officers care a 
straw either way. They have their hands full now, 
but are not likely to complain if additional respon- 
sibilities are imposed upon them. The average offi- 
cer is, of necessity, a good deal of a fatalist. 








CHAPLAIN GrorGe Rosrngon, U. 8, A., of Fort 
Sill, is quoted as saying in a recent letter on 
Army Morality: “Sinoe being inthe Army I have 
had occasion to meet business men in civil life, have 
taken excursions with them and oan testify that 
there is less gambling and drinking among officers 
of the Army than of men of their social rank in 
civil life. I do not apologize for nor aught exten- 
uate, the conduct of the gamblers and drunkards 
of the Army. The latter class are learning that 
they must reform or return to eivil life.’ 








A BRIGHT Parisian, who is visiting this country 
with his wife for the first time, has seen the World's 
Fair and is cow making atour of the Yellowstone 
National Park and other points of interest in the 
West, made the following criticism to one of the 
correspondents of the ARMY AND Navy JougnNa_ in 
Chicago: “The Fair is very fine, but too large; 
buildings too big; Americans like everything big. 
We don't find enough politeness in this country and 
the black men in the Pullman cars are very surly 
and impolite. In France we pay two cents to the 
waiter when we get our beer; they expect it, but 
they thank you always; here they want it too, but 
don’t thank you. CObicago is the dirtiest city I ever 
saw. London, six million people, not so dirty; and

A Sr. Lovurs despatch says that the movement to 
secure funds with which to erect a monument to the 
late General W. T. Sherman has made slow progress. 
Ais meeting last week of the committee having the 
matter in charge, the chairnan was authorizsd to 
issue a circular to the Grand Army posts throuzh- 
out the country calling for contributions to the 
fund. 








LIRUTENANT FREDERIO SrnGeR has been receiv- 
ing congratulations from all quarters on bis ap- 
pointment as Nava) Intelligence officer. The ap- 
poiptment was asurprise to him, as he had fully 
expected and was preparing to complete a broken 
cruise at sea as executive of the new gunboat Ma- 
chias. Secretary Herbert, however, wanted an ex- 
perievesd officer in charge of the office, and select- 
ed Lieut. Singer because he has been in the office, 
and knows just exactly what is needed to keep up 
its high reputarion. 








Weare quite aware that the proceedings in the 
case of Colonel Wm. Ludlow, U.S. A., abd Oom- 
mander O. F. Heyerman, U. 8. N., are not the only 
matters claiming the attention of the Administra- 
tion at Wasbiogton, but the fact is that the delay 
in acting upon them bas not been due to pressure of 
business. After we wrote the paragraph appearing 
in the AgMY AND Navy JourRNAt of June 2%, the 
findings of the Court were taken from the Treasury 
Department to the War Department, where they 
will, no doubt, receive prompt attention. But the 
Secretary could not act upon them until he received 
them in due course. 








A CORRESPONDENT of the JouRNAL writes: “The 
oavairy is being rapidly supplied with Colt’s oal. .38 
revolvers, similar to those in use in the Navy, and 
ammunition is being shipped as rapidly as it oan be 
prepared at Frankford Arsenal. It was a disappoint- 
ment to many officers that a cal. .50 with light 
charge was not adopted, as there was some talk of 
keeping the old, heavy forty-fives until some expe- 
riments could be made with cal. .30, so as to haveal] 
arme uniform. The cavalry is to be congratulated 
on getting the cal. .38 arm at once. The ease with 
which it can.be bandled as compared to the old 
pistol will make it acceptable to all men with small 
hands. Another year will determine its value fo 
target practice.” - 








Four naval cadetse—H. G. Smith, F. B. Zahm, H. 
G. Gillmor and R. M. Watt—who have been taking 
an advanced course in naval construction in foreign 
countries, have been commissioned assistant naval 
constructors. All four were graduate) at the Nava) 
Academy two years az0, and bavetaken honors at 
foreign technical schools. Zahm and Watt were 
graduated at Glasgow this year,and Gillmor and 
Smith at Greenwich. Their places in Europe will be 
taken by Cadet Powelson, who was graduated in 
June, another cadet to be selected, and two who 
will be instructed in steam engineering for 
commissions in the Engineer Corps. These are 
the first to take a course in steam engineering, 
and upon their return home are to assist in planning 
engines for our new warships. Cadets Jos. E. Mo- 
Donald and Homer L. Ferguson, of the class of ‘92, 
are studying at Paris and Glasgow for the construc- 
tion corps. 








Tur Navy Department is not satisfied with the 
seal now in use and new ones arein preparation. 
The present seal is satirized as ‘“‘an eagle that looks 
like a goose, mounted in an impossible attitude, on 
aclumsy anchor.” The new designs are based on 
the State Department eagle, but the bird grasps the 
anchor embiematic of the Navy, in place of the 
olive branch and arrows. Around the rim of the 
seal proposed is the legend: “Navy Department, 
United States of America.”” The seal by impression 
is to be used only in the impressing of papers need- 
ing certification in the Secretary's office, while in 
the bureau there is to be a reduced copy of the De- 
partment seal used in print, to be completed by a 
line for the Ordnance Burenu, the Bureau of Navi’ 





gation, or such other office as may desire to use it 
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SrcreTARY HERBERT is quoted as saving: “I do 
not think that the importanee of battle ships is in 
any way lessened by the Victoria disaster. They 
are necessary. Cruisers, torpedo boats and rams 
are necessary, too, but we cannot get along witbout 


some battle ships. In battle ships consists the fight- |, 


ing strength of a modern Navy. My views regard- 
ing the ba‘tle ship have not been at all changed by 
the Victoria accident. I still adhere to the opinion 
expressed in my last report from the Naval Com- 
mittee, in which the committee favored the con- 
struction of twelve first class battle ships.” 








Covonet KILIAEN VAN RENSSELAER, President of the 
Grand Army Mission, addressed a voung men’s meeting 
vesterday afterncon at the Youny Men's Inrtitute on tho 
Bowerr. His subject was,** Why @ettysbure ? or, God 
fled.” He seid that the reason the battle of Gettvaburg was 
feveht weuld befeund ina story he was going to tell, 
which, be wes sure. had rever been published. 

** Refore the battie of Che~celloraville. in May, 1863,’’ he 
sai’. a lieutenant of Gen. Hooker's steff went to that offi- 
cer’s tent and said to bim: * Sir, it isa fine day for the bat- 
tle, The enemy is advancing.’ The commander of the 
Army of the Potomec was drunk He looked at the lieu- 
tenant and said: *Ard God Almigbty can’t keep vs from 
getting the victory.’ The two armies met, and Hooker, 
with twice as many men as the Southern forces, did not 
win. Tf the Union men bad wer. Gettysburg would not 
bave been fougbt at the cost of 60,000 men.” 


The correct version of this story was given to us 
many years ago by an officer who commanded a 
eorps at Chanoellorsville. He stated that General 
Hooker came into bis tent the night before the bat- 
tle and said to him: ‘‘—— That Army of Lee’s is my 
meat and drink; God Almighty cannot take it out 
of my bands to-morrow.” This was foolish without 
doubt, but it gives no proof of intuxication. We 
had ¢xcellent opportunities of learning the facts at 
the time, and we do vot believe that Hooker was 
drunk at Chancellorsville. On the contrary his 
curious indecision in the crisis of that battle was 
ascribed by those who knew him best tothe fact 
that he abstained entirely, realizing the importance 
of the occasion, and that he felt the need of his 
usual stimulus. Sitting one day ata public dinner 
next to General McDowell we observed that his 
numerous glasses were empty. [In answer to an in- 
quiry he stated that never in his life had he drank 
anything stronger than water or milk; not even tea 
or coffee. Yet General McDowell was accused of 
drunkenners on the field of battle during the early 
days of our civil war. General Hooker, like many 
otber men, had the mistaken idea tba’ he bad in- 
tuitions which it was safe to follow. Dining with us 
just previous to the election of General Grant for 
the second time, he said in an after dinner conver- 
sation: “Iam going to California and shall not be 
here to vote against Grant, but I have my intui- 
tione, and I tell you that General Grant will not be 
elected.” Thelate General Crawford was present 
on that occasion, and Gen. Hooker, who had known 
him during his earlier experiénce as an Army sur- 
geon, would constantly address him as ‘** Doctor,” 
correcting himself each time, however, by adding 
‘*General, [ mean.””

THE MAGAZINE GUN TRIAL. 


Or the fourteen different systems of American 
magazine guns tested this year by the Magazine 
Gun Board at Springfield, the report, which has 
jast been made public, says of each: 


No. 1, 8 er Lee.—Breechblock insufficiently supported 
for modern cartridges ; method of operation awk ward and 
difficult. System uosuited to the military service. 


No. 2, Lee model, 1893.—The d'rect motion of the bolt a 
serious defect. Metnod of locking defective and insecure. 
Metbod of compressing mainspring and force required to 
accomplish it. and to close and lock bolt, undes’rabie and 
excessive. The cut-off not sufficientiy prominent. There 
being no floor to receiver it is necessary when using the guano 
as a single-Joader with magazine empty to insert the car- 
tridges with the flogers weil into the chamber: a serious de- 
fect. The mechanism is complicated, ditficult to dismount 
and assemble ; some of its parts aro of insufficient strength, 
and the svetem is uosuited to the military service, 

No. 3, Savage.—Excessive force required to operate the 
mechanism, whicd fails to fulfill most of tbe previously 
enumeratea requisites. The bolt is moved by a long 
lever lyiag below thé stock and bebiod the receiver, a seri- 
ous defect. The system is unsuited to the military service, 

Nos, 4, 5, 6, and 7.—All upon the Durst system and having 
no material poiots of difference.

The compression of the mainspring principally by direct 
action. . 

The use of a double extractor and the method by which 
the hold of one upon the cartridge is released. 

The long separate boltbead. 

The long wound magsz ve spring, which would require in 
service frequent adjustment of its tension, an operation de- 
manding considerabie time and attended with difficulty. 
The length of time required to charge the magazine with 
single cartridges. 

The difficulty attending the stripping of cartridges from 
loading clips and especially the force required to push the 
last one or two into the mugazine. 

The guns On this system submitted to the Board were ar- 
ranged tor cartridges without flinged heads, which are 
stripped from clips to the magazine. Tnis method is im- 
practicable for cartridges like the new smali-calibre service 
cartridge of the U.S. Army, the beads of which are flanged, 

Tne system is not suited to the military service. 

No. 8, Blake.—The system violates a number of the stan- 
dard couditions. Great force is required to operate the me- 
chanism ; the cut-off can be moved und the magazine loaaed 
oply when the bolt is in a particular position. 

The cartridge paeket, besides being an essential portion 
of tbe mugazine, in itself a serious defect, is bulky and 
oe kward to carry and not easy of insertion inthe magazine 

Ox. 

The sysiem is not suited to the military service. 

Nos. 9, 10 and 11.—All with magazine upon the Russell- 
Livermore pattern, but with the receiver and entire bolt 
eemanm the same as on the Lee-Speed, Mark I, of Eag- 

and, 

The magszines are of the same general design, differing 
somewhat in the details of construction. All are awkward 
to load and operate. 

Toey are not suited to the military service. 

No. 12, White.—When subjected to the test of rapid or 
prolonged tiring shown to be of defective construction, 

The principal defects of the system are: 

The direct motion of the bol’, the method of starting the 
empty shell, and the method ot lockivg the mechanism. 

After the handle hus been retracted a short distance, a 
sudden and increased application of force is necessary. 
Tois o' ten failed to withdraw the cartridge when it became 
necessary to return the bandle and repeat the effort. 

In closing the boit a similar difficulty was frequently ob- 
served, the same measures to overcome it being required. 

The method of locking by a block moviog transversely 
across the bolt. 

The cartridge packet forms an essential portion of the 
magsZine and without it magazine fire is impossible. 

The cut-off is so situated that it is liable to bs moved un- 
intentionally by the soldier. 

Tbe mage zine springs are uncertain in action. 

The bolt 1s of insufficient strength and not easy to dis- 
mount and assemble. 

The svstem is not suited to the military service, 

No. 13, Hampden.—The magezine system as developed 
this arm (working upon gravity alooe) is in the principle 
employed and the detatied manner in which it is applied 
considered a failure. From its position the magazine limits 
the field of vision of the soldier and is particularly liable to 
injury. It is not suited to the military service, 

No. 14, Blake No. 2.—This was the only arm submitted af- 
ter the first period assigned in the original order, and be- 
fore May 1, 1893, The system being identical with the Blake 
No, 1, it is, for the reasons previously stated, considered un- 
suited to the military service.

THE STATE TROOPS. 
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NEW YORK STATE CAMP OF INSTRUCTION, 
PEEKSKILL, JULY 1, 1893, 
FORTY SEVENTH REGIMENT. 


AT 1.15 o’clock, Saturday, June 24, the 47th Regi- 
ment, under command of Col. Joha G. Eddy. and 
formed in two ba'talions, Maj3. Pettigrew and Kidy 
in charge, left the armory, Williamshu'gb. for its 
tour at the State Camp, relieving the7ch, Without 
formalities the men promptly took possession of the 
quarters, which, by the way, had been left as clean 
asa new pin bythe 7thregimeat. The first duty 
of the week was the evening p3rade, and this cere- 
mony was far from the expectations raise by the 
fine appeirance of the command as it enter d 
camp. The battalion formations were decid- 
edly crude and the regimental line very 
ragged. The steadiness too, was not up to the mark, 
and the manual bad. The guard mount of Sunday 
Was on a par with this parade. Ic was poor indeed, 
the details being sent to quarters several times be- 
fore the line was satisfactory to Capt. Thurston the 
guard instructor. [n the afterooon officers and non- 
coms, were treated toa course of lectures on the 
new Drill Regulations by the State officials, Tae 
evening parade was a slight improvement over the 
previous day. A raio storm set in on Sunday night, 
which, continuing on Monday, precluded all at- 
tempts at the regular routine of drills. Tues lay 
morning was not much better, but bv 10 o'clock the 
clouds lifted somewhat and the battalions were out 
for work. An unfortunate occurrence took place 
during this drill: Maj. Pettigrew, who was tn com- 
mand of the 1st Battalion, was found inadequate to 
the duty, and on report of Ool. Phisterer, the drill 
instructor, was reiieved from vommand on the fisld 
by Col. Eidv. and returned to Brooxlya on the 
next train. His place was filled by Lieut.-Col. Hub- 
bell. lo justice to the major, it must be stated that 
he bas been a sick man for.somes years past, and in 
self interest and for the good ot rhe regimentshould 
have resigned some time ago. Under Cul. Hubbull, 
the drill was carried to a successful termination. A 
second battalion drill was ordered for the after- 
noon, but just as the battalions were formed the 
rain again set in and the command was returned to 
quarters. The evening parade was again of a moat 
unsatisfactory character, tbe battalions when 
dressed having a snake-like appearance. This trou- 
ble in the dressing of companies is undoubtedly 
caused by carelessness in the preliminary work of 
the squad, for instead of the elb»ws being held at 
right angles from the hip, they are thrown to the 
rear or front, and aslongas the touch is felt the 
men seem satisfied, but the consequence is that un- 
der the circu mstances itis absolutely impossible to 
obtain a perfect aligameant. 

The strength of the regiment iu camp on Monday 
was 32 officers, 420 enlisted men; total, 452. Absent, 
1 officer, 130 enlisted men; total,131 Aggregate, 588. 

Asarule, the attendance for drill in the regiment 
has been mo-t satisfactory to company and regi- 
mental officers; there was little or no attempt to 
shirk duty, and though much valuable time was 
wasted in company formations, the men were fin- 
ally brought to the head of the streets ready for ad- 
jatant’s call. This great delay in company forma- 
tion is mainly due to the lack of attendances on the 
part of company officers. The lit sergeants may 
complain that the men are slow to jump into blouse 
and equipments, but when-they see their offivers 
wait uotil the very last minute before they buckle 
on the sword, the example is apt to become coatagi- 
ous. Officers should be in their company streets to 
supervise all formations. The drills Wednesday 
were by sections in extended order, covering the 
card left over on account of the rain of Tuesday. 
The work was carefuily supervised by battalion and 
company commanders, and with the assistance of 
the official drill inatructors, was concluded in good 
shape. That the Forty-seventh had not neglected 
its preliminary work was plainly seen in these 
drills, while the attention and steadiness of the men 
drew forth many commendations from the military 
spectators. The forenoon driils were by battalion in 
closed order, each, four companies 16 front. The 
battalion formations were slow in the extreme, the 
lst Provisional Battaliou being in mance ivre fully 
ten minutes before the regimental battalions were 
presented to their commanders. Taere is 02 possi- 
ble excuse for such delay. The drills were, in the 
maip, well conducted, and though not by any means 
faultless, showed that, officers knew their business 
and kept the men well in hand. Tae changes of 
front were excellent, the close column movements 
and deployments executed with but little loss of 
distance, and though there was ocoasional strag- 
gling, it was due, no doubt, to the lack of practice 
at drillain the open. On the main fisid, Col. Hub- 
bell’s battalion completed about two-thirds of the 
card and then took up the work of the platoon, the 
consolidation being two compaaies, 32 flies. Way in 
almost every case these platoon drilis should be a 
failure in the city regiments it is hard to determine. 
The men are surely practiced by company and exe- 
cute the several movements in excellent shape, but 
when massed in battalion they seem ‘dead to the 
world,”’ are listless and afraid of themselves. Major 
Eddy with the second battalion completed bis full 
card in good shape before taking up the plstoon 
work, and with theassistance of Lieut. Hardin, U.S 
Army, made a satisfactory showing in the latter 
portion of the drill, in the general work of the 
week this battalion was decidedly the better of the 
two. Inthe afternoon the regiment was again on 
the field, company drill by platoon, aad fully com- 

leted the work up to date. Thus far the regiment 
bas made an e~ cellent record and has improved day 
by day. ‘he evening parade was in line of battal- 
ion columns and was all that could be desired. Toe 
regiment had surely put in a few days’ work, and at 
“taps” there was hardly a sound in the camp. 
Company in extended order was the schedule for 
Thureda7, battalions being reduced to two com- 
panies, 32 files front. The men entered into the 
spirit of this work with & most astonishing vim, and 
it seemed as though the extra work of the previous 
day had but given them an appetite for feld duty, 
They took hold with a will, closely warched the 
motions of their squad and section commanders. 
were prompt ia the advances, did not look for soft 
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whiok to lie down,and took up the double 
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time and rushes with commendable spirit. The 
guard mounts of thie and the previous day were all 
that could be desired, while, according to the opin- 
ion of one of the State instructors of guard duty, the 
sentinel work of the week was the best ever per- 
formed by the regiment. 

Friday was another day of toil. Companies were 
out for drill in the extended order this day with 
blank cartridges, and these early drills were, in the 
main, satisfactory. There were a few drawbacks, 
not many, indeed, for the officers and men were 
earvest in the duty of the hour. Thesame may be 
said of the midday drill, and this, the so called clos- 
ing «ffort of the week, was approved by the State 
instructors. In the afternoon tbe Governor arrived 
in camp, and the regimentand battalion were lined 
up to present the proper salute, while che section of 
the lst Battery under Seret. Jansen fired the 19 gun 
salute. At the evening parade Gov. Flower revi: w- 
ed thetroops, and the march past was a creditable 
piece of work. This virtually ended the week's duty 
for the regiment, and one of the most successful 
ever placed to the credit of the command, 


FIKST PROVISIONAL BATTALION, 


In camp with the Forty seventh were the 5th Sep. 
Co.; Newburch, Capt. Jas. T. Coase (3 officers, 73 en- 
listed men—76; absent.5 men—81); toe 12 n Sep. Co., 
Troy, Capt. Treanor (4 officers, 68 enlisted men—72;

order.”” Uavt, Chase was assisted by Major Stac- 
pole, 10°h Battalion, as drill instructor aad the pro 

ess made was truly wonderful. The corporals 

ad been well schooled and the meno prompt te obey 
the signals. The work wasinevery way satisfactory. 
Instruction in the battalion, closed order, was care- 
fully covered in the forenoon drill, while ia theafter- 
noon this closed order drill as prescribed by the 
re ae card was completed. Capt. Chase handled 

is battalion well, his commands were clear and 
concire and the men were prompt te ebey. The 
work was rapid and under the guidance of Major 
Stacpole, the prescribed duty was eompletely cov- 
ered. The battalion as a total was in splendid shape. 
On Wednesday morning the companies were out for 
work bv platoon in extended order, Capt. Chase 
and Major Stacpole superintending the daty.

The armament of the Alert will be of the latest 
type. She will carry six 25-pounder and four 
3-pounder quick-firing guns. 


Tue sbip in which Dr. Nansen is to make his 
forthcoming Arctic voyage is named the Fram, and 
bas been built at Laarick, Norway, at the yard of 
Mr. Colin Archer. In form she resembles a Scotch 
buckie boat, but schooner rigged. and furnished 
with engines of about 170 indicated horse power.

THE FORAGE CAP. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Last week your correspondent “ Volunteer’ was 
sentimental on the subject of Forage Caps, but his 
sentiment is bssed on wrong premises. The 
straight visored French kepi now worn, was net 
made uniform or issued to troops until 1872. During 
the war many regular and staff officers wore it, 
although not regulation, but all the rank and file 
and a vast majority of the officers, “the gallant 
men led by Sheridan, Buford and Grege” wore the 
cap issued by the Q. M. Dept. with sloping visor 
and top of cap falling te the front. As this concealed 
the regimental devices they were eventually placed 
onthe crower. The present forage cap has been re- 
duced in height till it has become as absurd for pro- 
tection and worse for “staying’’ qualities than the 
little collar box affair held by chin strap on the side 
of the head in the British mounted service. It is a 
nuisance, and the French have long since modified 
it. All officers I have met would welcome a change 
to a cap with drooping visor and crown of moderate 
height not falling to the front and witha slight taper;
